Report of School Board 


Our two schools have been in session 28 weeks each, 
for the past year, with Mrs. Lola Cooledge as teacher for 
the three terms at East Hebron. At the village school 
Miss Alice Morgan taught the spring term. Miss Mary 
A. Rogers had charge of the school for the fall term, and 
taught about one week of the winter term, when sickness 
caused her to resign, and Mrs. Sadie Gray completed the 
term. } 

During the past year Mrs. Viola Clement presented 
the East Hebron school with an organ, which was very 
much appreciated by the children. 

The village school has received a set of encyclopedias 
through the kindness of Mr. Fred Randlet, which will be 
a great help to teachers and pupils there. 

Mr. Wallace Gurney also gave the village school a 
flag. We wish to express our thanks for these gifts. 

We have received from the state $19.50 the past year 
to aid us in our schools, and we hope to have the coopera- 
tion of the parents of the district so that we may be enti- 
tled to a sum every year. As this depends a great deal on 
the average atteudance of the pupils, we ask the parents 
to see to it that their children are in school regularly. A 
new law passed at the last session of the legislature makes 
some changes in the manner of conducting our school 
business, and, therefore, in accordance with this law we 
respectfully request the selectmen to assess the following 
items on school account: 
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Money for high school tuitions to the amount of $360. 

Money for text-books and scholars’ supplies to the 
amount of $50. 

Money for flags and appurtenances to the amount of 
$5.
